T here’s 
nothing more cooling than w ater 
cress, although if y i use it in 
place of lettuce, it’s well not to 
double it in the decorative motif. 
Berries, insugar sufficiently long 
to become cry stallized, go well 
w ith ice cream or salads, just two 
or three as highlights. 
M ake It Yourself. 
Modern housewives are intro­ 
ducing a m ake-it-y ourself salad. 
They prepare the bowls w ith le t­ 
tuce or cress and have other con­ 
dim ents and salad foods to serve 
w ith it. 
Just dash on the garlic 
(a bit) asparagus tips; cauliflower 
flowerets 
w ith 
grated 
cheese; 
artichoke hearts; tom ato slices; 
hard boiled y olks and ham or 
m inced bacon in balls; diced lob­ 
ster; anchovies; shrim p; melon or 
w aterm elon balls. 
By that token, 
the 
person 
who 
can’t 
stand 
avocado slices does not have to 
eat around them and if he adores 
shrim p, he can have double. 
Cream ed m ushrooms afford an 
interesting change irj the menu; 
they also provide variety when 
baked or jellied with nuts for 
salad. All thoughts lead to salads 
today —so w e give in and suggest 
a m int gelatine ring w ith veget­ 
ables; Brussels sprouts and beets; 
a 
lemon 
mould 
w ith 
chicken 


salad piled in the center ii de­ 
lectable. 
This is the season for 
frozen salads, so do try a ny one 
of a dozen 
com binations, 
but 
canned 
p.neapple 
and 
canned 
cherries w ork well together, and 
if y ou like Malaga grapes can be 
added. 
Beet Tops Better. 
Beet tops with vinegar are b et­ 
ter than spinach ever thought of 
being. 
The sum m er squashes are 
particularly good—zucchini, sm all, 
dark green, madly striped, smooth, 
a bum pless cucum ber; crook neck; 
and the y ellow. 
Take some of 
the new corn for fritters, and 
serve w ith maple sy rup, or for a 
cooler night, with cheese sauce. 
The fritters would go well w ith 
the tenderized ham , whicn re­ 
quires no long oven procedure on 
a July afternoon. 
I>on’t forget 
to brighten up the table w ith somo 
chill 
sauce, 
chutney , 
m ustard 
pickle, piccalilli, or w ith some of 
the fancy new stuffed olives that 
are 
quite 
the 
last 
word 
in 
edibility . 
If y ou are tired 
of 
sliced tomatoes, fry them or bake 
some for dinner. 
Cream ed cu­ 
cum bers fail to m ake most home 
menus, but if y ou enter them for 
one trial, y ou’ll do it again. 
The sum m er ices and the sum ­ 
m er drinks, punches concocted ot 
fruit juices, require cookies. 
The 
grocers have every know variety ,

O MANY things that u nder norm al conditions 
go against the grain seem to b e a part of the 
present needs. 


Not among them , how ever, is 
that 
discu ssion 
precipitated at the H avana conference T hu rsday 
to stam p ou t w hat is describ ed in the langu age 
of the tim es as “fifth colu m n’’ activities b y for­ 
eign diplom atic agents. 
The diplom atic represen­ 
tatives of any cou ntry enjoy u nu su al privileges 
and are accorded extraordinary cou rtesies b ecau .se 
of the posts which they occu py. They are not su b ­ 
ject even to the restrictions on condu ct imposed 
u pon the citizens of the cou ntries to which they 
are assigned for du ty. 
Regrettab ly in recent years, diplom ats, ob viou sly 
lacking in delicate sensib ility, and u nder the wave 
of intense nationalism that has gripped so m u ch 
of the world, the ardor of their enthu siasm and 
devotion to the interests of their own cou ntry have 
led them to ab u .se their privileges. 
R egretfu lly 
in som e instances u nder stress diplom atic agents 
have b ecome sim ply propagandists for the eco­ 
nom ic and in isolated instances for the m ilitary 
b ranches of the governm ent they represent. That 
W’as not the original idea 
b ack of 
consu lar rep­ 
resentatives. 
The greatest service the diplom atic 
corps can perform is one of peace and goodwill, 
and the estab lishm ent of m ore am icab le relations 
b etw een cou ntries. 
P articu larly aggravating has b een that situ ation 
in the Sou th Am erican repu b lics. 
There the Eu ­ 
ropean diplom atic 
corps 
has b ent every energy 
and directed every activity tow ard enhancing the 
trade and the prestige of the nations they repre­ 
sent. 
They have m eddled perniciou sly into the 
affairs of the cou ntries they represent to the seri­ 
ou s dislocation of national interests of the host 


cou ntry. 
They have m ade trou b les for govern­ 


m ents and have constitu ted a threat to peace in­ 


stead of b eing an aid to good will. 


Now that it b ecomes necessary to clean u p the 


whole sorry mess, the H avana conference took an 


im portant step in directing attention to the activi­ 


ties of foreign diplom ats. 
America has not al­ 


ways in every instance b een ab ove criticism. 
Bu t 


the fact rem ains that the Am erican diplom atic 
corps has ob served the traditions and the prac­ 
tices of diplom acy far m ore rigorou sly than cer­ 
tain other Eu ropean cou ntries.
